AN ATROCIOUS CRIME. 

Boy Hung to a Tree by Mexican 
Woman, "Widow of ail Ex- 
Governor. 

Ensenafla, Mexico, July 10.— A most 
atrocious murder was committed here 
last niglit. Jesus Guiterrez, a boy about 
10 years of age, who lias been working 
for the late ex-Governor Ryerson's wife, 
was hanged to a tree. For some time 
past the woman has been in the habit 
of flubbing the boy for the slightest 
cause. Last night the hoy was tied up 
with a. dog-collar around his neck, lo 
which was attached about four feet of 
clothes-line, and hauled up to a tree. 
This morning he was found on his knees' 
dead, and a post mortem examination 
showed his neck was broken. Mrs. Ry- 
erson has been arrested, charged with 
murder, and under the Mexican law held 
Incommunicado for 72 hours, so no state- 
ment can be obtained from her.

The Hague, July 18.— The committee 
of the international conference met to- 
day, M. Bourgeois of France presiding. 
At the opening sitting the Roumanian, 
Grecian and Servian delegates jointly 
moved the total suppression of the five 
articles relating to international courts 
of inquiry. M. Beldiman, Roumanian 
delegate, was their spokesman aud ad- 
dressed the committee for an hour. He 
claimed that the proposition for u court 
of inquiry was not contained in Count 
Muravieffs circular and was contrary to 
the principle of national sovereignty. 
Roumania, he said, would gladly pledge 
herself to the rest of the arbitration 
scheme, but it was impossible to fulfil 
these and other obligations. Chevalier 
Desel'.aiup, the Belgian delegate, and 
Professor Martens, of Russia, defended 
the articles, which were finally passed 
on first reading, the three protesting 
states recording their objections. 

In the interval between the meeting of 
third committee and that of the drafting 
committee, which was held later, strong 
efforts were made to effect a compromise 
as regards the motion for the suppres- 
sion of the five articles relating to inter- 
national courts of Inquiry, as the Rou- 
manian delegate had made certain re- 
marks not palatable to the delegates of 
the powers. At the meeting of the 
drafting committee Prof. Mnartens de- 
molished all of M. Beldiman's argu- 
ments. He said that when everything 
had been done to protect the weaker 
states against the stronger, the. former 
thus obtaining a shield— the commission 
<3f inquiry proving this— he was willing 
to make some further concessions in the 
way of making the matter more optional. 
These concessions were accepted by the 
smaller powers, and the proposal passed 
its second reading. The arbitration 
scheme will probably be passed entirely 
to-morrow, 

NEWFOUNDLAND LEGISLATURE 

Closing of the Session Made the Occas- 
ion for a Military Display. 

St. John's, Nfld., July ID. — The New- 
foundland legislature closed to-day. 
Rear Admiral Sir George Bedford, 
commander-in-chief of the North Ameri- 
can and West Indian station, paraded 
1,000 seamen and marines from the Brit- 
ish fleet on the occasion. 

Governor Sir Henry Edward MeOuI- 
lum, in his speech closing the session, 
observed that the termination of the 
French shore modus viveadl at the close 
of this year, without any demand by 
the Imperial government for its enact- 
ment, indicated a likelihood of an early 
peaceful solution of the whole difficulty

Now York, July It' — It was a snd 
homecoming for Mrs. W. E. Snnford 
and her daughters, who arrived here to- 
day on the White Star liner Majestic, 
for they were informed by cable just be- 
fore the vessel left Liverpool of the 
death by drowning of their husband and 
father. Senator W. E. Sahford, of Ham- 
ilton, Out. The cutter Calumet, when 
she carried the customs officers to quar- 
antine, tuck down the bay a number of 
relatives of the Senator and Mrs. San- 
ford, who went to meet her 
and escort her to Hamilton. The 
scene on the vessel when Mrs. SanfoTd 
greeted her relatives was affecting.

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Seattle, July 19.— H. <j. Hoffman has 
reached here from Alaska with news of 
the death of four companions in the 
terrible Black Hole of Alaska while 
hunting f~r a diamond mine. The dead 
are Walter Dcdds, of Paterson, N. J.; 
James LaBelle, of Lower Canada; — 
Enrich, New York; and Harry Martin, 
of New York. 

The party left New York in 1S91, and 
finally went inland from the west coast 
of Alaska. LaBelle was the lirst vic- 
tim. When near Kaakak he broke out 
during the night with a loathsome dis- 
ease resembling smallpox, but which was 
much more deadly. Within 2-1 hours he 
was dead. A few days later Dodds 
wus stricken with the same disease. 
Lunch suicided at once by shooting a 
hole through his heart, as he did not 
have the nerve to go through the suffer- 
ings he had witnessed in LaBelle 
Dodds was left with plenty of provisions 
and the other two men lied. Dodds was 
afterwards found dead. _ Martin per- 
ished, it is believed of cold, in the Alas- 
kan mountains. Hoffman finally reached 
a settlement of Siberian convicts who 
had managed to cross Bchring Sea. He 
was virtually a slave for a long time, 
but managed to escape, and after excit- 
ing experiences nyuinged to reach 
Seattle. 

Hoffman's story of the convict settle- 
ment is most interesting. The convicts 
who had succeeded in escaping from the 
Russian mines had taken possession of 
the Indian village of Kevollkog, on the 
edge of the Black Hole country. He 
says the inhabitants were the toughest 
lot of cut-throats he had ever seen. He 
was hiinily within their iced habitation 
before he was robbed of everything he 
hud left. He was then kept prisoner, 
and for a time was under sentence of 
death as a spy. He was afterwards 
removed to a town the name of which 
he never learned. Here he slaved for 
over a year, aud was compelled to cut 
wood, clean fish and cook for the former 
prisoners, who treated him most shather 
fully. Finally he resolved to escape and 
succeeded in reaching Tascock, on the 
coast, whence Indians helped him to n 
white settlement on the Koyukuk river. 
He still believes that there is a diamond 
mine in the Black Hole country. 

F. Spellaey, of St. Mary's, Ohio, who 
arrived by the Dingo from Koyukuk, 
tells of a strange disease which created 
great havoc among the miners in the 
Allenkeket river. Among the victims 
were James McGraw, of New York, — 
Go IE, of San Francisco, and three Eng- 
lishmen who went North on the steamer 
Research. The doctors on the Koyukuk 
could not tell what was the trouble with 
the men. Fits of despondency seemed 
to have been one of the symptoms. 
Then came several weeks of terrible fits 
of insanity and convulsions. Death 
came only after extended suffering. 

Spellaey says 30 per cent of the miners 
on Allenkeket and 5 per cent- on the 
Koyukuk are still ill with scurvy. There 
have been many deaths. No coarse 
gold was found in the entire stretch, 
although HO expenditions searched for it 
n every direction. 

CONDITIONS IN CUBA. 

Lack of the Usual Rains Causes Late 
Crops— Too Much Tobacco 
on Hand. 

Havana, July 19— Throughout Cuba 
the lack of rain in usual quantities is 
causing much delay in the maturing of 

rops, particularly sugnr. A majority 
of planters are preparing a large acreage 
for fall planting. Frequently the rain- 
fall is heaviest in the months of Sep- 
tember and October. Seemingly tobacco 

s a drug in the? market. Large quanti- 
ties of last season's crop remain in the 
hands of buyers who have been unable 
to find purchasers at profitable prices. 
This condition is unexplninable. The 
tobacco is good and the crop is supposed 

o bo short, owing to the small quantities 
grown on the island in the last few 
years. Santa Clara reports the greatest 
drought in IS years, 

FEW WERE KILLED. 

Only Forty-Nine Members of the Second 
Oregon Regiment Lost Their Lives 
in Philippines, 

Washington, July 19.— A statement 
prepared at the war department shows 
that of 5G officers and 1,316 enlisted men 
of the Second Oregon regiment only 49 
were killed in battle or died of disease 
during the campaign in the Philippines, 
a percentage of 3.C. The total number 
of officers and men to be mustered out 
at San Francisco are 1,104, a number 
of discharges having been previously 
made. Only two men are marked as 
deserters.

Bisley, July 19.— The only Canadian 
entitled to shoot in the second stage of 
the competition for the St. George's 
challenge vase is Graham, who has a 
score of G8 points.

New York, July 19.— A despatch to 
the World from Trieste, Austria, says: 

Admiral Dewey has accepted the invi- 
tation to the banquet offered to him on 
his arrival here by United States Minis- 
ter Harris, who has invited all the 
American consuls and vice-consuls in 
Austria and Hungary with their wives 
to meet him.

SHAMROCK WAS LEADING. 

Yesterday's Race Was Called Off Before 
the Course Had Been Sailed. 

Cowes, July 19.-- The Shamrock in 
the trial against the Britannia to-day 
won easily, being a mile and a half 
ahead at the finish. The course as 
originally planned was not completed. 
When off South Sen the Britannia sig- 
nalled that the Prince of Wales had an 
engagement in London and requested 
the race to be considered over, as he 
must return to Portsmouth. The Sham- 
rock was then 12 or 15 minutes ahead. 
She was immediately turned homeward, 
'and directly afterwards grounded on a 
bank outside Dorsefoo. She remained 
fast 10 minutes, when she was safely 
and easily hauled off. 

As svas the case yesterday, the Sham- 
rock showed her superiority very soon 
after the start, was made. Beating to 
windward, she ran away from her oppo- 
nent to the Nab Lightship and again 
put about in 10 seconds, the Britannia 
occupying 12 seconds in the turn.

London Papers Now Look For 
Improvement in Philip- 
pine Campaign. 



By Associated Press. 

Washington* July 19.— Secretary Alger 
to-day tendered to the president his 
resignation, of the war portfolio. The; 
resignation will be effective on August 
1, though it was tendered at the pleas- 
ure of the President. Notwithstanding 
the report that Mr. Alger would not 
long continue at the head of the war de- 
partment, his actual resignation came 
suddenly and unexpectedly. That it 
would come before the end of the year 
was generally believed, but so little was 
it expected at this time that some of the 
cabinet officers, when the news first be- 
came public, 'Vere inclined to regard the 
announcement as premature. Formal 
acceptance of the resignation had not 
been made by the President up to a late 
hour to-night, but will be in a letter to 
be written within the next day or two- 
.No official statement as to the cause of 
the resignation was procurable either 
from Uie President or Mr. Alger, neither 
of whom would talk. Nor was the let- 
ter of resignation obtainable at this 
time. For the present nothing is known 
ollicially concerning the reference of olti- 
cial relations between the President and 
his war minister, but later on olUcial 
correspondence, including the hitter's 
career as chief of the war department, 
doubtless will bo given to the press. 

The belief had prevailed in Washing- 
ton for some time that Secretary Alger 
would resign from the cabinet, but the 
date generally set for it was toward 
the close of the year, when he had sub- 
mitted his annual report, as he intended 
to sum up what had been accomplished 
during his brief but eventful direction 
of the war department. Its tender to- 
night was regarded as almost a foregone 
conclusion, in view of Mr. Alger's an- 
nouncement about a month ago that 
he had concluded to enter into the com- 
petition for the vacancy in the United 
States Senate to be caused by the ex- 
piration of the term of Senator McMil- 
lan, a strong supporter of the adminis- 
tration, and that he had enlisted in his 
motive support Governor Pingree, to 
.whom had been attributed free criticisms 
of the policy that was supposed to be 
■cherished by the President toward the 
Philippines. 

At one time since then there was 
ground for the belief that a rupture 
.might he avoided, but this belief ceased 
to be held when the news spread that 
Vice-President Hobart and Secretary 
.Alger were in conference at Norman- 
liuvst. It was largely at least as a re- 
sult of this conference that Secretary 
Alger decided to leave the cabinet at 
tins time. There has been no disclosure 
.of what passed by the seaside, but it is 
'.aigiiiiicnut that the return of the secre- 
tary to Washington was followed by 
prompt action. He arrived in Wash- 
ington last night too late to make any 
olueinJ calls. Almost before the execu- 
tive mansion was opened this morning 
lie (railed at the White House, and visit- 
ing the President in his office, announced 
thnt he had concluded to resign. What 
passed on that point between himself 
and the President is only a matter of 
siuniisc for neither have anything to say 
• in the point. The Secretary returned 
to h a oiuce, wrote out his formal letter 
n( resignation and personally carried it 
over to the White House. His call on 
tin- occasion was brief and when he re- 
turned to th» war department he closed 
the tliwi his office to most of the many 
«-aiie. :< who were in waitiug. To the 
newspaper men who sought to secure 
.some expression from him the Secretary 
was courteous but uncommunicative. 

The closest inquiry fails to elicit any 
information as to the intentions of the 
President respecting the appointment of 
a successor to Mr. Alger. Names are 
mentioned but they are only those whien 
have already been suggested with more 
or less plausibility in the press without 
securing either continuation or denial 
from any well informed person- 

London, July 19— The Standard this 
morning in an editorial regarding the re- 
signation of Secretary Alger says: 1 res- 
ident McKinley's prompt acceptance 
of Mr Alger's resignation is equivalent 
to the admission that the war has been 
badly managed. It is significant that 
the resignation followed so quickly on 
the Manila correspondent's "round rob- 
in " Mr. Alger's name is the great blot 
•on the McKinley administration. It 
has given enemies *£ the Imperialist 
policy the most effective weapon that 
could have been given and President 
McKinley can wrest it from them onl> 
by the appointment of a successor 
whos<» past commands confidence. 

The Times thus describes the resigna- 
tion: "A decided victory . for public 
opinion or public morals over political 
organizations. By resigning Secretary 
Alger has practically allowed judgment 
to go against him by default and has 
relieved the McKinley administration 
from a responsibility that was assuming 
serious proportions. It is the first auU 
most essential step toward the pun bcaj 
Hon of the Republican party and indeed 
■of the whole political system of the Unit- 
ed States." 

The Daily News had a similar editori- 
al, it says: He may have defied pub- 
lic opinion to the last, but. McKinley 
means to stand for a second term and 
lias to keep on his good behavior with 
.the electorate. 

The papers generally regard the re- 
signation as a prelude to a vigorous po- 
licy in the Philippines and the recall of

Passengers by the Portland Confirm the 
News Brought by the Garonne. 

San Francisco, July 19.— The steamer 
rorUnnd arrived, fourteen days from 
St Michael, with 150 passengers and 
$1,000,000 on board. Most of the re- 
turned people are without means, and 
about $500,000 of the gold is owned by 
a few 'lucky people, the balance being 
the property of the Alaska Commercial 
Company. "The miners speak indignant- 
ly of the treatment accorded prospectors 
who went to prospect the Cape Nome 
district, at. the solicitation of the trans- 
portation companies. Iteports arriving 
by the Portland fully confirm Associated 
Press advices received liy-Dt. Stone, 
formerly of this city, who went North 
during the first rush to Cape Nome. 
The Portland's passengers say unquali- 
fiedly that the district has been "salted" 
in the interest of the transportation com- 
panies, and that great suffering prevails 
in the district. Iteports of a similar na- 
ture come from the passengers who went 
as far north as Kampart City. A few 
rich pockets have been struck, and here 
and there a few important finds are re- 
ported. Many miners who returned on 
the Portland spent their last dollar to 
obtaiu transportation to this city, and 
some had to sell their possessions to 
get enough money to pay transporta- 
tion charges.

London, July 19.— The Privy Council 
lias upheld the decision of the Supreme 
court of British Columbia and dismissed 
the appeal in the case of Madden and 
the Attorney-General of British Colum- 
bia against the Nelson & Fort Sheppard 
Railway and the Attorney-General of 
'Canada.

New York, July 19.— If the stre 
railway strikers wanted to make plenty 
of work for the police, and at the same 
time get into a district where they could 
depend upon public sympathy, they made 
a wise selection iu taking the Second 
Avenue line for the principal fight of 
the strike. Several times during the 
afternoon the police were called upon to 
quell riotiug on Second avenue, but none 
of serious importance. The real trou 
ble did not begin uutil the hundreds of 
thousands of working people who live 
along that great thoroughfare came home 
from work. By 7 o'clock Second ave- 
nue from Tenth street to the stables at 
Ninety-sixth, and even as far as One 
Hundred and Tenth street, was hi ed 
from curb to curb, and on both walks 
with a deuse muss of people, all eager 
for trouble. Police Captain Donohue 
early in the evening had sent out a squad 
of men to keep the people off the middle 
of the street, so that no tampering of the 
slot might occur. But his men were 
like so many chips on a river when the 
tide is strong, and were tossed hither and 
thither. They used their clubs with all 
their power, and the only result was to 
anger the crowd so that little discrimin- 
ation was shown between police and 
car-men when bricks were thrown. 

About 8 o'clock a great crowd gath- 
ered between Second and Forty-lift h 
streets, and attempted to overthrow a 
car that came along. Policeman Owen, 
who wlis on the car, was hit on the 
head with a Jirick, and dropped to the 
pavement. His left eye was nearly 
knocked out. He was taken to the 
Flower hospital. Mike Sheridan, a 
strike sympathizer, was taken home with 
a fractured skull. A sergeant and forty 
reserves were got out on the double- 
quick, and dispersed the crowd, making 
a number of arrests. Another crowd 
got together again at Fifty-fifth street 
aud Second avenue, and when a car 
bound down came along it was met 
with a perfect shower of bricks, stones 
and other missiles thrown into the street 
from windows. While a car was passing 
Seventy-second street with Policeman 
Gallegher and escort a crowd tried to 
board it to take off the conductor and 
motorman. Gallegher got off, and draw- 
ing his revolver walked ahead of the 
car clearing the track, the mob retreat- 
ing sullenlv. Some one threw a brick 
aud hit him in the leg, cutting him badly. 
Twelve mounted policemen came down 
the avenue and dispersed the crowd, for 
the time being. 

Six hundred policemen were stationed 
at the Ninety-sixth Street stables and 
distributed along the avenue at various 
points. Cars coming to the stables 
from town looked as if they had run the 
gauntlet of Balaklava. Windows were 
broken and sides were bent in, and more 
than one motormnn left his post, with 
the statement that he had all he wanted. 
A great many men were injured along 
the line. Policeman Olsen of the Kings- 
bridge mounted squad was thrown from 
his horse during a light near Ninety- 
fourth street. The policeman's leg was 
broken, and he is believed to have re- 
ceived internal injuries. A motorman 
was struck on the chest with a brick, 
near the up-town stable, and seriously 
injured. Several of the passengers on a 
car going ill) town near Tenth street 
received scalp wounds from stones 
thrown by the mob. 

At 10:80 all operations on Second ave- 
nue were suspended. None of the offi- 
cials of the company would assign a rea- 
son for withdrawing the cars, but the 
strikers claimed that the company did 
not have enough men to run them. 

Capt. Schmitt, who was in charge of 
the policemen at Second avenue and 
Ninety-seventh street, was roughly han- 
dled by the mob. While driving down 
the avenue lie encountered a barricade 
of paving-stones. There was a big crowd 
standing about, and Schmitt ordered 
them to disperse. Instead of obeying 
they attacked him, striking him a num- 
ber of times on the head and chest. Fin- 
ally he got a revolver and threatened to 
shoot. With the assistance of some of 
the patrolmen, he dispersed the mob 
somewhat. 

About a hundred motonnen employed 
on the Fight Avenue line held a meet- 
ing to-night, and declared a strike in 
operation. At 10 o'clock half the ears 
were taken off the Eighth Avenue line 
without warning, and at 11 all save 
eight were taken off. and these were run 
on nn hourly schedule. The strikers 
promised that by 2 they would have nil 
the men out on the Eighth Avenue line. 



Skngway, July 14.— With the crowd of 
Klondikers who came In ou the train yester- 
day was J. Glrouurd, who when elected 
a member of the Yukon council of adminis- 
tration a year ago was the member of 
parliament for Athabnska, Quebec. He was 
accompanied by Emlle Beltz, a young 
Belgian mining engineer, who represents 
large capital, but, as la always the disap- 
pointing ease with the representatives of 
large affairs, had nothing to say for pub- 
lication. M. Glrouurd, on the contrary, 
knew how much be could properly say 
as a government official, and bow to say 
It with the utmost frankness. He Is 
weighted with the report of the adminis- 
tration of the Yukon that Is to be laid by 
him before the cabinet officials at Ottawa, 
anil on such subjects as are treated therein, 
of course, his lips are sealed, llul on gen- 
eral information as to the country, well 
knowing that information from such a 
source lias an authoritative acceptance, he 
answered all the questions with unaffected 
frankness. 

As to royalties, for instance, he said that 
when he left Dawson the report for the 
month of June hod not been completed. 
Hut enough of the returns bad been made 
to state that the royalties for the season 
would run over ?SOu,0UO. The total output 
for the season he estimated at $1:0,000,000, 
anil the discrepancy on the royalty as 
against this total output be explained on 
the ground that the royalty had been 
diminishing because It was now only levied 
on over $i>,000 Instead of over ?2,0O0, and 
that the output of claims which would thus 
escape the royalty tax amounted to a large 
sum. No claim was worked at all unless 
It was proven rich, because labor and other 
expenses had been so high. Practically the 
paying claims were confined to the live 
principal creeks worked last year, and labor 
had run from ?1 to $1.25 per hour. With 
so many Idle men, however, It had come 
down, and this fall would not average over 
50 cents per hour. Tie admitted that men 
had worked fur that rate this summer, pos- 
sibly even lower, but, says he: "Sou can- 
not call it wnges when a man Is forced to 
accept what will barely pay bis expenses. 
These expenses, however, have been mate- 
rlally reduced thls_season, the completion 
of the White Pass"allroad to Dennett aud 
the competition of the lake and river steam- 
ers having done away with the abnormally 
heavy freight bills and materially reduced 
the cost of all necessities and commodities." 

Commissioner Glrouard remarked that the 
administration .had expended .$25,000 on 
Improvements In the city; ?SO,000 on hos- 
pitals, and In addition hud worked all the 
prisoners on what may be termed clty 
lmprovoments. Dawson now Is no longer 
a mining camp, but a systematically laid: 
out City. The swamps have been drained, 
streets' graded, sewers and sidewalks put 
In, a substantial bridge built over the 
Klondike to Klondike City, and there are 
other Improvements. Klondike City Is " 
place of homes and household stor 
Across the Yukon from Dawson Is another 
city of suburban homes, mid a ferryboat 
service every twenty minutes. 

George Max Espcily, wuo put In Daw- 
son's electric light plant, was among 
those who came in yesterday. He says 
bis company Is now running 750 lights in 
good shape, and that, although it Is light 
there all night In the summer, business 
people put in as many lights In the sum- 
mer as In the winter In order to make 
their places attractive. He is sending lr 
next week two alternative current ma 
chines, which will give the company a 
total capacity of 3,500 lights. He says 
Ihere are any number of water works In 
Dawson, one of them, the Hygla pump- 
ing water from the Yukon, boiling It and 
then filtering it.

Manitoba Secures Control of Some Valu- 
able Lands. 

Winnipeg, July II).— (Special)— Frank 
Thorp, aged 14, was drowned this after- 
noon at Rat Portage by the upsetting 
of a canoe.

The land is considered worth $3 
an acre, being selected out of a total of 
two million seven hundred thousand 
acres, mostly in the province, but partly 
in the Territories. The Premier ex- 
pects to have the land on the market 
next May or June, when having the ad- 
vantage of settlement around, and be- 
ing good for settlement, it will be rap- 
idly taken. Tin' opposition mustered 7 
voles against the bill, while 121 were in 
favor. The chief ground of criticism 
was the late stage of the session. The 
house will probably take a vacation to- 
morrow.

Japanese Educationalist on His 
Way to the Conference 
a : Rome. 



Prof. C. UozumI, head of the law depart- 
ment of the University of Toklo and the 
Japanese government delegate to the Inter- 
national Congress of Orientalists to be held 
In Rome, commencing In October, was lu 
the city .recently in company with a party 
■of -Japanese gentlemen who arrived on tut 
Empress of India. The University of Toklo 
•la the largest university In Japan and Is a 
government Institution. It ' lis divided Into 
sis departments, each department contain- 
ing many buildings. The departments are 
law, literature, science, engineering, medi- 
cine and agriculture. There are a gi 
many students, and the university Is 
every way equipped after the maimer of 
high-class modern institutions. The Pro 
fessor gave an interesting description of the 
prevailing laws in Japan while In the city, 
•especially the new act which will come 
Into effect this month, whereby foreigners 
who transgress the Japanese laws must be 
tried before a Japanese tribunal, a step 
which, as the Professor explained, must 
show that Japan cannot be looked upon as 
a barbaric nation. 

« • • 

M. W. Flffe, n member of the Northwest 
Mounted Police, Is at the Hotel Victoria. 
Mr. Flffe Is nt present acting as the body- 
guard of Kang Yu-wel, the noted Chinese 
reformer, who was formerly advisor to the 
himperor, but who was banished from the 
land of popples with a ransom of $GO,OOU 
placed on his head. As the Chinese diplo- 
mat is now under British protection, Mr. 
Flffe was appointed his body-guard to keep 
the highbinders from assaulting the states- 
man while In this country. Kang l'u-wel 
has a plan in hand to organize all the 
Chinamen In the United States and Canada 
Into one strong body, aud is meeting with 
success in every place at which he has 
unfolded his scheme. If the plan which 
he Is working on succeeds, Chinese banks, 
Investment agencies aud financial Institu- 
tions will be established wherever there is 
money to be made. Mr. Flffe and his 
travelling companion will be in the city till 
next week, when they will leave for New 
Westminster, where Kang will deliver a 
series of lectures..

C. A. E. Harris, of Toronto, known all 
over the United States and Canada as a 
promoter of amusement enterprises, was 
one of the passengers on the Islander from 
Vnnconver last night. Mr. Harris Is now 
manager of Godfrey's famous band, which 
he Is arranging to bring here.

V. Ransom and family arrive there. The 
Ransoms are from England, and Mr. Ran- 
som's sons are now engaged there In the 
pursuit which he will follow nt West- 
holme. ,

TWELVE PERISHED, 

Terrible Ending of a Party Who Went 
North to .Search for Gold. 

Seattle, July 10.— Harold Sturgls. of Chi- 
cago, a Roanoke passenger from St. Michael, 
reports that eleven members of the steamer 
Elk expedition, which sailed for Kotzebue 
Sound over a year ago, died In that district 
of scurvy. Capt. W. H. Bemi, the leader, 
nlso fell tt victim of the disease, dying some 
-time later, .while In the corapaay of his wife, 
trying to, cross from Kotzebue to the Koyo- 
.kuk river. 

The known dead are: W. II. Hens, James 
Mutton, Frank Calder, Bay City, Mich.; 
iCapt. Charles Smith, Frank Johnson, Port 
Hadlock, Wash.; Joe Rclnhart, Milwaukee; 
John Stonchouse, Whldby Island, Wash.; 
icnrl Flummer, Port Townsend, Wash.; 
Duncan McCull, Chicago, ill.; Dr. -Vetter, 
Strntton, Po.; I'eter Johnson, an .unknown 
sailor. 

'The story of the death of this party wan 
told to Harold Sturgls by Mrs. Bens, who 
was brought In from Nulato the day before 
the Roanoke left. Mrs. Bens escaped death 
on the trail, but is In danger of dying from 
acurvy. 

Capt. Bens was nn old lake skipper and 
tame West a year aco to build a steamer 
for Alaska. He built a staunch vessel 
tailed the Elk No. 1, and gathered up a 
pnrty of sev-eutoen, including the crew. 
The Elk was to have gone into the Arctic 
ocean and up the Mack, nzlo river, but 
finally brought up In Kotzebue Sound. A 
party of thirteen landed and started to 
reported gold diggings on the Selnwlck 
river. They found no gold, but heard nf 
rich strikes on the Koyoknlc, 300 miles 
distant. 

In Jnnunry Cnpt. Bens and his wife 
started for the new diggings. They hnd 
no dogs UDd were forced 1o pull their sleds

loaded with provisions and camping out- 
fits over the soft snow. After following 
the Selawlck for many a weary mile the 
Tegragawlck river was reached. Constant 
exposure, cold and Insufficient food was 
beginning to tell. One by one they suc- 
cumbed, until only Mr. and Mrs. Bens re- 
mained; 

Bens aud Ills resolute wife got to the 
liusukuaknlna river alive, liens was 
nearly dead and was unable to go further. 
Kor several days his wife nursed him and 
without medicine tried to get him In condi- 
tion to travel. The scurvy had made too 
much progress and on May 10 Bens died. 

The poor woman was alone on the trail, 
miles nnd miles from human habitation, 
short of supplies nnd almost ready to drop 
from scurvy nnd frozen limbs. She says 
she contemplated suicide, out couid not 
bring herself to it. She decided to make 
one more try for life, and. putting a light 
pnek across her shoulders, she started 
down the river. She was unable to bury 
her husband's body or to even cover it 
up, and the thought of Its being torn by 
wild beasts nearly drove her wild. 

She travelled on fur hours, making very 
little progress. She had covered about 
nine miles and was almost exhausted when 
she was startled by the barking of a dog. 
She noticed smoke In a bunch of scrubby 
timber n few rods from the river, and Iter 
cries for help brought several hardy pros- 
pectors from Peavy to her assistance. 

They went back on the trail nnd gave 
Bens a decent burial. The plucky woman 
was then put on a sled and hauled to 
Peavy. 

Mrs. Bens left Peavy In a rowboat, accom- 
panied by a Koyukuk prospector. They' had 
Hoated down the river a day or so when 
they were overtaken by the steam scow 
'William B. Allison, in command of A. J. 
Allen, long a member of the Seattle lire 
department. Allen took the poor woman 
aboard nnd gave her transportation as far 
as Nulato, where she boarded a Yukon 
river steamer aud went to St. Michael. 

When the Roanoke left Mrs. J. J. Healy 
and Judge Shepherd, United States court 
commissioner, were interesting themselves 
In Mrs. Bens' behnlf, having raised a suf- 
ficient sum of money to send her to this 
city. She will return probably on the next 
steamer.

RESPONSIBLE GOVERNMENT. 

The Colonist bus on several occasions 
during the last year expressed the opin- 
ion that responsible government was in 
danger of becoming a lost institution in 
British Columbia, and recent events con- 
firm this view. According to the theory 
and practice of this system, when Mr. 
Seralin usked Mr. Martin to resign the 
office of Attorney-General, the request 
ought to have been at once complied 
with. Does any one suppose that if Lord 
Salisbury should ask Mr. Chamberlain 
for his resignation, or Sir Wilfrid Laur 
ier should ask Mr. Sifton to resign, cither 
of those gentlemen would hesitate a mo 
ment in complying? If they should re- 
fuse, would not Lord Salisbury, in the 
one ease, and Sir Wifrid, in the other, 
stand discredited before the people 
a leader? We do not say that a request 
by a Fremier for the resignation of a 
member of his cabinet legally terminates 
the latter's tenure of office. Only the ac- 
tual dismissal by the crown or its repre- 
sentative can do this, but where the 
principles of responsible government ob- 
tain such a demand from the Premier is 
regarded as equivalent to a dismissal, 
for as the crown or its representative 
can act only on the advice of its minis- 
ters, it may be assumed that such a 
request will be followed by dismissal, 
if necessary. But Mr. Martin defies 
Mr. Semlin. He claims the right to 
continue to sit at .the council board with 
men, one of whom has accused him of 
complete incapacity, and another of 
whom he has charged publicly with a 
grave offence. And the amazing thing 
about the matter is that the great ma 
jority of the people, while conceding that 
a change of government is called for in 
the public interest, do not seem to see 
how inconsistent the whole thing is with 
the principles upon which the govern- 
ment of the country is supposed to be 
conducted. 

Let one incident of the situation be 
considered by itself. Mr. Martin made 
a charge against Mr. Cotton of an 
trerne!y serious nature. 'He made it first 
to the Premier, and "next through the 
public press. Although this charge has 
been before the public for several weeks, 
it has not been denied. We feel .bound 
to say that we do not believe there is a 
word of truth in the charge. But this 
is not the point. It has been publicly 
made by one sworn minister of the 
crown against another sworn minister of 
the crown, and it relates to a matter of 
the gravest public interest. Yet it is al- 
lowed to remain uncontradicted, as 
though the falsification of public records 
were a mere incident of politics. We 
have delayed making any comments on 
this matter, in the hope that either Mr. 
Cotton or some one in his behalf would 
meet Mr. Martin's statement with a de- 
nial. There has been no denial. "Vet 
such a charge, publicly made, must be 
cleared up, not so much on Mr. Cotton's 
account, for if there is no truth in it he 
can afford, personally, perhaps, to ignore 
it, but in the interest of public opinion, 
which will be distinctly lowered if such 
allegations can be made by one member 
of a government against another mem 
ber, and be allowed to remain unchal- 
lenged. Does any man suppose that if 
Mr. Chamberlain were charged by 
colleague with a deliberate falsification 
of the records of the cabinet he would re- 
main for even a day under the charge 
without denying it and punishing his 
accuser as he deserved? We refer to 
this to show how very dull public appre- 
ciation seems to be of the responsibility 
of ministers to the people. 

The remarks of the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor at Atlin afford another illustration 
of. how far we are drifting away from 
the principles of responsible govorn- 
'xnent, We have not denied, and do not 



now deny, the constitutional right of the 
Lieutenant-Governor to tttkfi the duty 
upon himself of reversing the policy of 
his ministers, on condition, of course, 
that he shall find some other ministers 
to take the responsibility of his action. 
The extraordinary thine about it is that 
only a very few people appear to under- 
stand that he has made the tenure of the 
Premiership by Mr. Semlin impossible, 
if we have responsible government. 
Let us test this by an illustration. Sup- 
pose that the Governor-General should 
set out on a tour to Klondike, and on 
passing through Victoria should go be- 
fore the Board of Trade and declare that 
the object of his journey was to ascer- 
tain for himself what ought to be done 
to prevent a recurrence of the conditions 
which formed the basis of the Yukon 
charges. He would have a perfect right 
to do so, if he thought the emergency 
justified it. But if ho did, does any one 
suppose that the Laurier ministry would 
hold office for an hour, or ihat public 
opinion would permit them to do so 
Yet what has occurred at Bennett is on 
all fours with the supposed case. If 
Mr. Semlin does not meet the Lieuten 
ant-Governor cu his return with a ten- 
der of his resignation, he will display 
an utter disregard of the elementary 
principles of responsible government. 

These considerations are of prime im- 
portance, Compared to them, the vag- 
aries of a minister, who may imagine 
that he has been shipped "somewhere 
east of Suez" are of miuor importance. 
They are only temporary in their effects, 
but if we allow the principles of respon- 
sible government to be lost sight of, the 
province is altogether at sea, and we will 
wake up some fine morning to find a per- 
sonal government installed. The dan- 
ger is not merely theoretical, for the 
Constitution Act does not secure re- 
sponsible government to the province. 
There is not a line in it to prevent a 
Lieutenant-Governor from surrounding 
himself with a ministry, not one of 
whom has a seat in the legislature, or 
could be elected to one. No such 
condition is at present likely, but if 
one principle after another is disregard- 
ed, no one can tell what may come. So 
far as the Lieutenant-Governor's action 
at Bennett is concerned, he would have 
no difficulty in finding a ministry to ac- 
cept the fullest responsibility for it. He 
voiced public sentiment, to which his 
present advisers have been running 
counter ever since they were placed in 
office. 



NOT A COALITION. 

The Vancouver World speaks of the 
governments of British Columbia and 
New Brunswick as coalitions. The de- 
scription is not correct. A coalition 
occurs when the representatives of op- 
posing parties meet and determine to 
unite to form a government. This has 
not been done either in the Eastern 
province or here. The World, a staunch 
Liberal paper, supported Mr. Turner, 
who was a Conservative, and opposed 
Mr. Macpherson in Vancouver, although 
the latter is a Liberal. Mr. Booth, a 
Liberal, found no difficulty in support- 
ing Mr. Turner, nor Mr. Cotton, a Con- 
servative, in opposing him. The World 
did not support Mr. Turner because his 
government was a coalition, for it tells 
us now that it was really a Conservative 
government. If we have a coalition 
government to-day, why has the World 
opposed it, while its fellow Liberal 
worker, the Province, has supported it? 
Why if it is a coalition have not both 
the News-Advertiser and the Colonist, 
both being Conservatives, been in accord 
in supporting it? There has been only 
one coalition government in Canada since 
Confederation. Sir John Macdonald's 
first cabinet was a coalition. It con- 
tained old-time Conservatives and old- 
time Liberals, and the result of the 
coalition was the "Liberal-Conservative" 
party, which term some people imagin 
was adopted to express a certain set o 
principles, when in point of fact it wa 
simply descriptive of a coalition. Thi 
coalition was formed for the express pur- 
pose of giving effect to the Confederation 
scheme, and if there is anything to be 
learned from it, the lessor, is that in 
emergencies coalitions may be excellent 
things. There never was a coalition in 
New Brunswick local politics between 
Conservatives and Liberals, for the sim- 
ple reason that local politics never have 
been divided on those lines since Con- 
federation. The sauie remark holds true 
of British Columbia. If Mr. Semlin 
and Mr. Turner should get together and 
form a government, that would be a 
coalition; hat if a new government 
should be formed, composed of men 
selected ivithout regard to their proclivi- 
ties in federal politics, it would not be u 
coalition, any more than it would be a 
religious coalition, if one of the members 
of the cabinet happened to be a Metho- 
dist and another a Presbyterian. As 
we are unable to agree with the World 
that we have had in British Columbia 
and have now a coalition government, 
we do not see the force of the arguments 
which it presents for the consideration 
of the Colonist. 



THE PROVINCIAL LOAN. 

Much credit has been taken by the 
government for the success attending 
the late loan. We are without suffi- 
cient data to be able to comment upoh 
it as fully as we would like, but we 
know it is not regarded in London as 
a very brilliant financial transaction. 
One thing about it may be noted, 
namely that the government did not 
attempt to carry; out its threatened 
policy of altering the plan of flouting our 
loans, but after a good deal of needless, 
and what we believe will be found costly 
delay, had recourse to the system which 
they condemned. Our. information is 
that if the loan' had been promptly placed 
on the market in April it would have 



brought nearly par, and that the cost 
or floating it would have been consider- 
ably less. The price obtained, 90, is not 
high, in view of the steady advance in 
provincial credit since the plan of issuing 
inscribed stock was adopted. The first 
loan was placed at 80, the next at 01 
and the next at 95- With all the great 
development that has taken place and 
is now in progress in this province, we 
submit that a gain of only one per cent, 
from 95 to 90 in four years for stock 
which very recently has been selling 
above par, is not a subject to plume our- 
selves upon to any great extent. The 
failure to realize :\ higher price is not 
due to any lack of confidence on the part 
of the investing public in the credit of 
the province, but to the unbusinoss-like 
way in which the Finance Minister 
went about placing the loan. 

COLD STORAGE. 

Mr. Tarte urges Canadian cattle ship- 
pers to kill their beef in Montreal and 
ship in cold storage to Great Britain. 
To those who have watched the course 
of the meat trade this suggestion seems 
very business-like. Cold storage is only 
in its infancy, although it even now 
plays a much greater part in the supply 
of fresh food than persons not in the 
business imagine. The recent discovery 
of a process by which air can be liquified 
at a cost permitting it to be used for 
industrial purposes is likely to greatly 
simplify and cheapen the refrigeration 
of articles, and at the same time ensure 
better results. It. seems probable ihiit 
at a very early day the greater part of 
the food supply of congested centres of 
population will be sold out of refrigera- 
tion. The transportation of live stock 
is attended by a good many risks. 
Cattle are liable to die upon long rough 
voyages, and there is always certain to 
be more or less shrinkage. They are 
bulky freight, taking up a large amount 
of room in proportion to (he actual am- 
ount of material which reaches the re- 
tail customer's hands. Meat in cold 
storage takes up less room; it is not 
liable to damage in transit any more 
than any other dead freight, and as 
every one knows who has used Aus- 
tralian mutton, refrigerated meat when 
it reaches the table— and this is the final 
and conclusive test — is equal to any 
other. The live meat shipments to 
Great Britain have not been wholly sat- 
is factory to any one. In fact, last year 
the margin of profit was so doubtful that 
some of the large Cauadinn shippers 
talked of abandoning the trade. The 
idea of employing cold storage in- this 
connection is not at all new, for it was 
brought very prominently to the front 
during the Conservative regime, but the 
time was hardly ripe to carry it into 
effect.

The decision of the Privy Council in 
Madden vs. the Nelson & Fort Sheppard 
railway settles the law to be that par- 
liament, by declaring a railway to be 
for the general advantage of Canada, 
takes the company out of (he control of 
the local legislature in any way. 

For what was to be a short session, 
the present one at Ottawa is spinning 
out to a very respectable length. Things 
look now as if Canada may soon re- 
semble Bermuda, where the legislature 
sits all the time, except when the 
weather is cool enough to permit of 
cricket playing.

Steamer Brings News of Serious 
Accident to the Rid- 
couts. 



New Ports of Call Springing Up 
AH Along the West 
Coast. 



Steamer Dirigo came in from the 
North at 5 o'clock yesterday morning, 
and sailed for the Sound un hour later, 
leaving behind her twelve passengers. 
Three of these were Sisters of St. Anne; 
the others were C. Mitchell, W. C. 
Clark, F. Kinschmidt, John Dunsmuir, 
A. Robertson, James Dodds, It. Mercis, 
W. Jordan and F. C. Wassen. As stated 
in a Colonist despatch from Nanaimo, 
the steamer had about a quarter of a 
million in gold dust, several of the 75 
passengers aboard being quite wealthy. 
News was brought by the Dirigo that 
•the steamer Rideout met with a disas- 
trous accident in going to and from the 
White Horse rapids. When passing 
through the Five Fingers rapids she 
was swung into what is known as the 
Middle channel by the rush of water, 
and carried hnrd against the rocks. Her 
gunrds in places were completely de- 
molished, and her gunwhales badly torn, 
but she escaped further injury until 
Thirty Mile was reached. Here she 
struck the stern of the submerged steam- 
er Domville, which has remained a men- 
ace to navigation in the river ever since 
being wrecked — and was held fast for 
some time. 



NEW PORTS OF OALL. 

The steamer Willapa on her sailing 
for the West Coast this evening will 
carry three severul small parties bound 
for Wreck Bay, each party being con 
vinced that they have just the one and 
only proper appliances for treating the 
black sand gold deposits. The steamer 
■makes the long trip this time, going as 
far north as New Norway and includ 
ing also a call at Bear River, which has 
recently been added to the ports of call 
Bear river discharges into the salt water 
ubout 12 miles above Clayoquot, and 
this stretch has heretofore been covered 
with canoe. The Bear' river district is 
rapidly coming to the front as rich in 
copper-gold ledges.

BECOME A LANDMARK. 
The stern-wheel steamer Florence, 
which for many years served the navy 
as water-boat at Esquimalt, fell upon 
evil days as soon as she changed her 
occupation and her field of usefulness.

Lightning creek and its marvellous 
golden output is a theme that is talked 
of by old-timers, and the palmy days 
of the 70's, when the Victoria, Vancoa- 
Ter, Vulcan and Van Winkle, the Butch- 
er, Lightning, Dunbar and South Wales, 
and dozens of other famous mines were 
all working. It was no unusual sight 
to see twenty, thirty or fifty thousand 
dollars standing carelessly around in 
gold-pans drying out before being put 
away for shipment. The weekly wash- 
up in some of these famous mines ran 
from (iUO to 1,000 ounces, or from $10,- 
000 to $20,000 per week. That is, when 
heing worked under favorable circum- 
stances with twenty-live or thirty men 
■working, on claim after claim, starting 
from the junction of Eagle and Light- 
ning creeks and extending down below 
Stanley. It is estimated that from eight 
to twelve millions were taken out, and 
old-timers say that there are large tracts 
of gravel that are known to carry gold 
in good paying quantities, that is, nt the 
■price of labor now, and the cost of sup- 
plies would be so much less that ground 
that would not have payed at that time 
for drifting would now pay exceedingly 
well, but the most of this unworkod 
gravel is now unworkable, owing to the 
old workings being flooded and broken 
down. If there was a tunnel on bed- 
rock brought up from below far enough 
so that the old workings could bo 
dryed or worked hydra ulicly, there 
would be millions yet recovered, and it 
will, we believe, yejt be done. The old 
channel was never worked below the 
Costello claim to any extent, as by the 
time this ground was -opened up claims 
further up the creek were worked out 
and stopped pumping. The result was 
that below them the water was heavier 
to handle, and eventually drove them 
out. Modern machinery will, however, 
it is thought, overcome all the difficul- 
ties. A company will soon begin 
operations on the old Eleven of Eng- 
land group of four claims, which were 
after a thorough examination bought 
last year by Messrs. Maund and Brem- 
ner, and since sold to the Con- 
solidated Cariboo Company. The price 
paid for these properties was .$30 000 
cash Chinese have been rocking along 
the banks of the creek since early days 
several Chinese companies are

working small hydraulics in the vldn 
ity of Stanley. One company has what 
appears to bo a valuable property di- 
rectly opposite Stanley. * 

Geo. Murdock has some hydraulic 
claims above the village that are said 
to be showing up well. All along down 
Lightning evidences of its rich travel 
may be seen by the work done or be- 
ing done by Chinese with rockers and 
sluice boxes. The small streams on each 
side are also gold-bearing, and some vers 
rich, notably Anderson, Lovett, Peters 
and others. 

The Lightning Creek Gold Gravels & 
Drainage Company buve a force of men 
at work on their property and are doing 
good work. They have three shifts at 
work on a tunnel now being run to 
dram the rim rock on the left-hand bank 
going up stream, and will sink n perma- 
nent working shaft in bedrock at a 
place selected by Messrs. Jones and Dea- 
con, two of as good deep gravel men as 
are in Cariboo. The former, Harry 
.Innes, is in charge of the work as fore- 
man. James Deacon sunk for the 
company a prospecting shaft just across 
the creek, and from the conditions he 
found in the successive layers of mater- 
ial he passed through in" sinking some 
70 feet, he states in his report: that there 
is a deep channel that is confined be- 
tween limited areas— that is, from .'•im- 
rock to rimrock is not t«o far for finding 
the old channel confined within n reason- 
able space, in the successive layers of 
clay and gravel that he passed through 
he finds precisely the snmo conditions 
that ho and others found in upper 
Lightning creek, whore the ground was 
so remarkably rich. His report, made 
after he had spent some months in 
prospecting the creek on the grounds 
owned by the company, is a most favor- 
able one. The company, by reason of 
a private bill secured from tiie legis- 
lature of British Columbia some years 
ago, and by location, the purchase of 
the Big Bonanza property on the same 
creek, and in various ways have secured 
title to a very large tract of this section, 
and when it is once opened np as the 
company propose to do eventually, by 
a Inrgo drain tunnel, some 2,000 to 
"8,0p0 feet of which is now completed, a 
property of enormous value will be the 
result. This js at least the general 
opinion of men of experience in the deep 
gravels of Cariboo. The Bonanza, 
owned as above stated by this company, 
was recently bought from a company of 
old-timers who sank to bedrock many 
years ago, hut although they took out 
some thousands of dollars of coarse gold, 
precisely the same in chnmcter as that 
taken from the creek 20 miles higher 
•up, they were never nble to crosscut t» 
•the left-hand bank, the old channel at 



this place being so wide. We were 
formed by the old owners that their 
reason for selling the property was sim- 
ply that they could not for lack of 
means— all being poor men— do the neces- 
sary work of erossiug for the deep part 
of the old channel, which they believe 
at this point to lie some hundreds, per- 
haps thousands of feet to the left. . The 
(ecmpany have neat buildings, and at 
the time we were there about 15 men 
were working in connection with the 
drain to rimrock, getting out timbers, 
etc. A pump, we were informed by 
the superintendent, Major Moore, has 
been ordered from Los Angeles, Cal., 
and is on its way in to the mines. It is 
guaranteed to be capable of raising as 
much water as two 12-inch Cornish 
pumps at 12 strokes. If so it will be 
a monster pump for water raising, It 
works on the auger system, and has but 
lately come into use, we believe. 

HOSSLAND. 
Hossland Kecord. 

The general public will be surprised 
to learn that a 50-foot concentrator is 
actually under construction within six 
miles of Hossland, because there has 
been nothing in the newspapers about 
it. The Philadelphia Mining Company, 
under the management of H. T. Sher- 
rard, has bought laud near the Butte 
mills, six mile below Rossland, on the 
Northport road, and are actually en- 
gaged in building a 50-ton concentrator. 

The company own the Mountain Trail 
mining ' claim on the south slope of 
Sophie mountain, and are building a 
wagon road between the mill and the 
mine, and it is claimed that a 3 per 
cent, grade can be had. The distance 
from the concentrator to the mine is 
less than two miles. Three carloads 
of machinery have been ordered and are 
expected by the time the buildings are 
ready to receive it. It is claimed by 
the owners of the Mountain Trail that 
they have an abundance of concentrat- 
ing ore. 

from the Rossland Miner. 

Work will be commenced at once on 
the California. A ten-drill compressor, 
hoist and sinking-pumps will be installed 
as quickly as the machinery can be pur- 
chased and put in place, and in addition 
all the necessary mine buildings will be 
erected. Continuous development work 
on a largo acale has been decided on, 
and Mr. William Y. Williams, the su- 
perintendent of the Big Three properties 
will have charge of the California. Yes 
tcrday afternoon a party consisting of 
Messrs. S. II. C. Miner, Jay P. Graves, 
the president and vice-president of the 
reconstructed California Mining Com- 
pany; A. L. White of Montreal; G.

QUESNELLE. 
Quesnollo Is without doubt the moat 
pleasant place in the northern country 
to live In, and while It - Is quiet now nnd 
will be for the season, all reel that the 
elinngc In mining regulations ami the re- 
peal of the obnoxious alien act will gradu- 
ally bring about n better state of affairs. 

Dredging is Lelng carried on by the Seeloy 
Company, the Ifnll brothers, and will short' 
ly bo begun by the Pittsburg dredge, under 
the management of Mr. Lee. 

The dredging of river beds for gold In 
British Columbia Is bound to be a grout 
feature of mining from now on and whether 
It is as yet settled what system Is the 
best or not It will be eventually. The 
gravel of the bars on the Quesnelle and 
Kraser rivers show by actual test, that Is, 
by sinking shafts to the clay bedrock, 
In many cases along the river from 25 
cents to $1.60 per cubic yard wns found, 
and In exceptionally rich bars much more, 
but ut the lowest Dguro named gravel 
be raised and washed at an enormous 
profit; The question of saving the gold, 
It being mostly line, although not nearly 
so line as that of Snake river or of the 
Columbia, Is the main feature. 

Mr. Seeloy, who Is operating successfully 
a dredge of the Oloson type on the Ques- 
nelle, 10 miles above Its junction with 
the Frnsor, has a very Ingenious arrange- 
ment for washing the gravel, It being 
dumped by the elevators directly Into a 
revolving cylinder that screens the material, 
allowing none but the liner particles to pass 
through into the flume. Undercurrents arc 
used, and at the time of our visit Mr. 
Seeley, who had Just started up for the 
season, was quite confident that his system 
wns n success. Ho will, wo believe, make 
a success eventually in any case, as he Is 
one of the very few practical dredging 
men that have over boon In the Cariboo 
country. During the past season lie vlaltod 
and inspected the system of work on more 
than 20 dredges In Oregon, California and 
Montana, 

The Hall brothers arc not yet quite ready 
to begin operations, but ought to be very 
sooli. This 'plant Is very similar to Mr. 
Seeley 's. 

Mr. Lee, on the Fraser, Is building a 
new scow to carry his flume, the old hav- 
ing been sunk last season by not being 
cared for. 

Several other dredges have been built, 
or partly so, at Quesnelle. but never oper- 
ated, except a small steam shovel on Rich 
liar, where McCusklll operated on some 
very rich gravel for a few days, but the 
company being purely a speculative one, 
tailed about that time, and the ground 
has not been worked since. The little 
dredge became u wreck. 

It Is, however, safe to say that dredging 
the Quesnelle and Fraser Is not more dif- 
ficult than in many other sections where 
It Is successfully done, nnd that the bars 
nnd river beds are richer there than In 
many places. It seems, then, safe to 
prophesy that, whether this year or next, 
or the year after, for many big dredging 
schemes are on foot In the vicinity, a suc- 
cess will be achieved, nnd Quesnelle will 
be tho headquarters for that Industry. 

Hydraulic mining is carried on in the 
vicinity, but not on a very extensive scale. 

At the Cottonwood some 40 men are at 
work under the direction of 6. ti. Belts, a 
bright and capable engineer, but they are 
having a very difficult problem to handle. 
Mr. Jtetts hopes to have the works, of. the 
Cottonwood Alluvial completed In time this 
season so as to have a few weeks wash- 
ing. The ditch or Hume is some eight or 
nine miles long, and much of it over ver* 
difficult ground to hold. The mines owned 
by the company arc Just below the Junc- 
tion of the Cottonwood with the Fraser, 
some 20 miles above Quesnelle. So fur as 
they have been prospected they arc snld to 
show up well in gold. Across the river Is 
the West Creek Hydraulic, where a few 
men are nt work. 

Quartz mines may yet be worked In the 
Quesnelle vicinity. Hlxon creek, which Is 
tributary to the Quesnelle country, has a 
wonderfully rich showing in quartz, so 
much so that a small mill wns put In in 
early days, but tho company bad not suf- 
llclent funds nnd the work of development 
was not pushed to a successful issue, ul- 
tUough it Is the general belief that there 
are mines of value on Hlxon creek.

Marvellous Progress Made on 
Russia's Transcontinental 
Road Says an Engineer 



In Another Year Trains Will Be 
Running From Ocean 
to Ocean. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, July 19.— Among the pas- 
sengers who arrived on the Empress of 
India at Vancouver yesterday was Engi- 
neer M. Sergey Friede, the pioneer 
American in Manchuria, who is now re- 
turning to New York city from his 
fourth trip to Central uud Northern Asia 
in behalf of American manufacturing 
interests, 

Mr, Frieda reports that since bis last 
trip across Siberia, a year ago. T>)urvel- 
lous progress lias been made in the con- 
struction of the Trans-Siberian and Clii- 
lfrse Eastern railroads. American tools, 
machinery and rolling stock have been 
introduced everywhere along the line, 
and while the Chinese coolies, and even 
Russian workmen struck when steam 
rock drills were introduced u tew 
months ago, means were found to recon- 
cile them, but they still imagine tbnt 
the puffing, thumping drills are worked 
by devils. 

" So marvellous is the rapidity with 
which construction is advancing," said 
Engineer Friede, " that it may be defi- 
nitely stared that through trains will be 
running from Port Arthur and Vladlvo- 
stock lo SI. Petersburg before the close 
of 1000. No one who bus not been over 
the ground within the last three months 
can realize bow near completion the. 
road has been pushed. In fact by this 
fall, with the exception of a' few 
hundred vcrsts in the very mountainous 
parts of Manchuria, trains will be run 
.on every section, ami by winter. wilJi 
temporary tracks across the frozen 
rivers, there will be but few, very short, 
if any, breaks in the entire distance of 
about 6,500 miles, and next summer 
most, of the bridges will be placed in 
position. Then the work of laying' per- 
manent tracks will be begun, and in an- 
other year the road thoroughly com- 
pleted and through fast trains running 
uninterruptedly from oceon to ocean."
